Crops ,in India — More Bismarck 
Keveiations Bxpected— China as 
a unitary Nation. 



London, Dec. 6. — Tt is a pretty well 
eatabliahed fact that the question of the 
leadership of the Liberal party has been 
eottled, .Sir William Vernon Ilarcourt is 
now tho recognized chief. The English 
pajiere, mostly Conaervative, which pre- 
dicted 'the reappearance of Lord Eoae- 
bery aa leader, are thoroughly alert. 
Lonl Carrington , who eeema to speak with 
autnority about Lord Roaebery's reae- 
BUmptiou has not only been contradicted 
by ]-,ofd liosebery's intirauteH, but is 
knov.'ii to have no sanction, whatever, 
from Ilia I.orciship. The current stories 
in the I'^nglish paper.s of a shortly to he 
published corroajjondence between Sir 
Vernon Ilarcourt, Ivord liosebery and 
others are BO much Liimbug. Through- 
out Lord Eosebery has takeu the couree 
of iionorable reticence in the intereat of 
tho Liberal party. 

IlIllT.MN Axn nf.YPT. 

A epocial dispatch from Cairo an- 
nounces that, acting on the advice of 
the Khedive, the Egyptian minietera 
have accepted tho oiler of I>ord Cromer, 
the British agent there, in belialf of 
Great Britain, to advance the money 
necessary to repav the Caisae of the 
Egyptian debt the £500,000 paid out 
to meet the expense of tbe Anglo>Egyp- 
tian expedition to Dongola, which the 
court of appeals at Alexandria on Dec. 2 
decided sbonld not have been used for 
war expenses and must be paid back to 
the Gaiase by the Egyptian government, 
lu certain circles, far from being a de- 
feat of the Britiali policy in Egypt, as 
certain French newspajiera regarded it, 
tho decision of tho Alexandria court of 
appeals in virtually making (treat lirit- 
ain pay the expenses of the e'ci)edition 
to Dongola strengthens the hold ol f.liat 
country upon l''gypt, turns the afl'air 
into a purely British urul<;rtaking and 
poBtponea indefinitely any idea oi the 
evacuation of that country by British 
troops. 

CUnZOX'S TIREAK. 

In political circles there has been con- 
siilerablo laughter over the speech which 
tho parliamentary secretary for the For- 
eign otlico, Mr. George N. Ourzon, made 
on Wednesday, in which, co!iij)!etely 
ignoring tho Marquis of Salisbury, he 
(iepicted himself as alone bearing the 
burden of tho foreign ofhce. As a result 
even the staunch Conservative news- 
pajjers rebuke his conceit. The Fall 
Ahill Gazette thinks that the only con- 
clusion to draw from tliis speech, is that 
tho government is blessed beyond 
measure in its foreign under- 
secretary. Mr. Curzon also read the 
editors a severe lecture on tbe way they 
conduct their newspapers. He said 
their news is always unreliable, and that 
their correspondents hang around tlie 
various foreign ofBcea with a " Spare 
me a copper " sort of air. 

THE I.Ml>EtttAL ZOLLVEKKIN 

had another inning at the Congress of 
the Agricultural TJnion, in Manchester. 
A big party of Conseivative members of 
parliament was present and a resolu- 
tion was adopted urging the establish- 
ment of a customs union. Lord Mechan 
expressed the opinion that lit. Hon. 
,Ios. Chamberlain haii failed because, in 
his pnipoHal, the colonic!,'! took free trade 
as its basis. His Lonlshi|) suggested to 
let tlu,' colonies impose their own dutiea, 
simply tiiviiig British goocLi the advan- 
tage of 10 jier cent. 

Mr. Robert Ayrburgli, member of par- 
liament for Chester, Jias come forward 
with a scheme to carry out one of the 
protectionists' pet ideas as a milional 
storage for wheat, as a pick-me-np for 
British husbandry and as a reserve of 
food stuff in the event of war. He |)ro- 
posed that government sliould build 
10 granaries, each divided into 150 silos 
and capable of storing 2,500.000 
quarters of wheat. The silos Will be 
a hundred feet high, 15 feet across and 
w ill be built of brick or concrete, accord- 
ing to Mr. Ayrburg'a plan. ICvery ar- 
raiit-'eiiieut is to be made for .shilling, 
carting and cleaning grain and it is esli- 
maled that the capital outlay will lie 
,BOi), 1)00 and tliat the annual coat ol 
storage will bo .C'282,000. If the Bcheine 
is adopted, tireat Britain will thus have 
a ])ermanent reserve of 10,000,000 quar- 
ters of wheat. 

EXIIiE IN SIBEBIA. 

The Imperial council of Russia will 
shortly consider, the proposal of the 
Minister of Justice to abolish the present 
system of exile in Siberia by an admin- 
ifitrativo order. Professor ' lienjamin 
Howard of New 'I'ork arrived here on 
Monilay from Russia, after a jirolonged 
further study of the forwartling ayateina 
of iSiberian exile.s, and he elarlB for New 
York shortly to fullil a promise made to 
,1 udgc 1 )aly to lecture before the New 
York Googi-aphical society. I'rofe.-^sor 
Howard empiiatically refutes Mr. George 
Kennan's etoriea of Russian cruelty and 
supports Mr. Harry d'Wendt'a writings 
on the subject. ' 

The English court is reported to be 
still in a state of apprehension concern- 
ing the Bismarck Revelations. It appears 
that the Queen and her late consort, 
I'rince Albert, corresponded confi- 
dentially for many years on political and 
family 'afl'airs with the old Emperor 
William when the latter was simply 
King of Fruasia, and it is understood 
that moat of these letter, originals or 
copies, are in tl^e poaaeasion of I'rince 
Bismarck, and further revelatioua may 
thorefori! he more -piquant in their per- 
aoiuvl touches. 

It.MNI'ALI. IN INDIA. 

The viceroy of India, Lord Elgin, 
cables that th,e week's rainfall has been 
good everywhere in South Madras. ' Two 



inches fell at Hyderabad and in the ex- 
treme north of the Punjab. There were 
'light showers in part of northwest Bom- 
bay, Deccan and the central provinces 
of Kajputana and the Punjab. Prices 
liave generally fallen in Madras and 
largely in the Deccan parts of Bombay. 
They are easier in theOentral provinces, 
and a bumper crop is expected in South 
Madras. There is no fear of famine in 
Bera, Hyderabad or Madras. Tlie pre- 
sent crop prospects have greatly im- 
proved in ttie Soutii and Central prov- 
inces, considerably so in the plateau dia- 
tricte, and somewhat in the Nard Ada 
valley. Over 250,000 men are employed 
on the relief work. 

PLIMSOLL ATTACKS THE TRUSTS. 

Mr. Samuel Plimeoll, the sailors' 
friend, whose work in behalf of sailors, 
passengers at sea, and shipping general- 
ly, has won for liiin world-wide fame, is 
launching another crusade. Tliia time 
he is attacking tlie trusts. In a long 
letter to the newspaper's, he ])ointa out 
America aa a aad exami)le of tho perni- 
cious ell'ects of .such organizationa. lie 
says: "The epidemic of rapacity has 
reached Europe, where, as in America, 
it may bo expected to 8])read with sud- 
den and unexpected rapidity." Mr. 
Flimsoll winds up with a proposal tliat 
parliament appoint a select committee 
to inquire into the -vhole Bubject, 

OCCDI'ATIO.N OF TUIIKEV. 

Ab was to be expected, denial has fol- 
loweil close upon the statement pub- 
lished yesterday by the Daily News to 
the eflect that the six great powers 
woukVshortly consider a project the ob- 
ject of wiiicb is the occupation of the 
northeastern corner of Turkey. In 
odicial circles here it is declared that 
the alleged project is an absurd fantasy. 
The tratti is there is stiU a coni])lete 
pause in the discuBsion of questions 
allecting the Dardanelles. When the 
matter is reopened Lord Salisbury will 
not admit of any change in his conten- 
tion that whatever rights in the straits 
have been obtained by Russia nmat be 
extended to all the powers. 

The commander-in-chief, Lord Wolse- 
ley, speaking of ''Modern Aimiea," at 
Edinburub, said he believed that the 
Chinese were designed above all races to 
be the great military and naval conquer- 
ing people, and ho added, that if lie was 
given a free hand and allowed to select 
I'mglish officers as instructors, he would 
undertake to raise in a couple of years, 
a Chinese army, which would be invin- 
cible in the East and hard to beat in 
Europe. 

No date has yet been arranged for the 
hancjuet to the U. S. Ambassador, Mr. 
Thos. F. Bayard, but the Marquis of 
Salisbury, to wiiom the matter has been 
mentioned, received tlie suggestion with 
the utmost kindnoes and cordiality. 

The year 1890 has proved a rare har- 
vest for the company promoter. It is 
estimated that £1-11 ,750 of shares in dif- 
ferent concerns have been ofl'ered to the 
))ublic during the past eleven months 
being the highest amount in several 
years past. 

Much interest has boon created by a

The let- 
ter has been reproduced, everywhere, 
and the (ilobe wnrnily supports the idea, 
adding "The Union .Tack stands for more 
than the star spangled banner, bearing a 
long and ulorious past." 

Tlie solicitors of I'^dward ,7. Ivory, the 
alleged Irish-.Vmerican dynamiter adil 
conspirator, havo obtained a postpone- 
ment of his trial for one niontli, to en- 
able them to comjdete their chain of 
evidence in behalf of the jirisoner by 
the arrival of witnesses, deposiliona, 
etc., from New York. 

Su!i Yatzen, the Oiiinese doctor, who 
was kidnapped by officials of the Uhiu- 
eso legation here, and who was snbse- 
juently released on the demand of the 
Marquis of Salisbury, has published an 
article, in which be says that the value 
of Li Hung Chanir'a head will be deter- 
mined by the value of the information 
he hiis taken to China anent the doings 
and poaer of the Chinese abroad. 

An e.xlranrdinary incident at O.^ford 
which lias been the talk of the week, was 
tlie diicki ijg id' the author of an article 
in the iiniverbity newspaper laia, attack- 
iuL' tiie Dean oi Christ church.

It is announced that the writer 
of the article was an American. The 
dous have interfered and will send him 
liown.

H.M.S. "POWEEFUL." 

The Largest 'and Moat Speedy Vessel of Her 
Class In the 'World. 

LoKBON. Dec. 5. — The greatest interest 
is attached here to the recent steam 

trials of the British cruiser Powerful, 
said to be the hiigest of her claas in the 
world, and the lirat large British war- 
ship fitted with water tube boilers. Dur- 
ing her long cruiae in the Channel the 
maximum power developed was 20,497 
indicated horsepower, which exceeds 
that of any warship afloat and is only 
excelled by the two new Cunardcra. In 
the lirat test, 30 hours steaming at 5,000 
indicated horeepower, the cruiser made 
14.3-J knots, using four and a half tons of 
coal per hour, and in the next -M hours' 
steaming, with IS, 000 horsepower, she 
made 21 knQts with 150 tons of coal per 
hour. The last test was eight honrs 
with 28,000 indicated horsepower under 
natural draught, which developed 22)^ 
knots. Aa the powerful veseei carried 
ipnte a heavy armament for a cruiser, 
and many tons of coal, the speed ia con- 
sidered to be remarkable, and aa fully 
justifying the change to water tube 
boilers. 

The Powerful h.as no side armor, al- 
though she has a protected deck of four- 
inch steel maximum thickness on the 
sloiiea. She carries two 22-inch guns, 
twelve 6-inch guns, sixteen twelve- 
poundera, and twelve four-pounder 
quick-driug guns. The big guns are 
mounted on the forecastle and poop in 
barbettes, tbe guns themselves protected 
by a hood. The armored deck is com- 
posed completely of three thicknesses of 
steel plating, but at the edges, when it 
joins the sides of tbe ship, two of the 
skins of plating are discontinued. Con- 
se(|uently the extreme edges of the deck, 
for a width of a foot or two, have only 
one skin of plating, which has been 
severely criticised as likely to expose tbe 
vitals of the ship when rolled away 
from the enemv. 



NEWFOUNDLAND BANK TllIAliS. 

All of the Supreme Court Judges Will Not 
Take Part-Caught in the Gale. 

St. Johns, Nlld., Pee. o.— The full 
Sujirome court annouiired a decision to- 
day to the efl'ect that it has been decided 
that all of the members of tbe court 
would 'not participate id the trial of 
the cases against the directors of tlie 
banks wliicli failed here nearly two 
years ago. These cases have been pend- 
ing before Justice .Sir l<"rederick 
Carter, and .lustice Idttlo gave 
as reasons why they would not 
participate in the trial of the 
cases, the fact that they are both stock- 
holders in the banks. Justice Emerson 
declined to participate in tbe trial be- 
cause he had been prosecuting counsel 
before he was appointed to the bench. 
Justice Sir Frederick Carter intimated 
that the Lord Chief Justice of England 
and several of the principal Englisli 
iuiigea approved of the course declining to 
jiai tici |Kile in the hearing. Itis rejiorted 
now that, the government will pass a hill 
at tiie next session of tho legislature 
empowering the imperial judges to act 
in cases of this character, and that the 
British cabinet will he requested to send 
one of the imperial judges for tbe pur- 
I)oae of participating in the trial of the 
(taaes against tbe directors of these 
banks.

Anticipated Invasion of Armenia— 
Tlie German Strilies— Tlie 
' Turf and Stage. 



London, Dec. 6.— The birthday of the 
Prltti^SB at Walea, who was born in 18 14, 
was celebrated on Tuesday last all over 
Great Britain. There was a house party 
at Sandringham, which, in addition to 
all the family, included Lord Kosebcry 
and the Prince and Princess of Wales. 
In the afternoon the Prince and Princess 
of Wales presided at a tea which they 
gave to BOO children of the estate. 

A dispa^h from Sebnstopol to tlio 
Graphic contains a description of mil- 
itary preparations in the Caucasus for an 
espected invasion of Armenia by Russian 
forces. The dispatch my» that foreign 
tourists are not allowed to traverse the 
military roads, no matter what plenary 
passports they may have. 

A Buenos Ayres dispatcli says: The 
condition of all'airs in L'ruguay p;rows 
more serious every liour. according to 
dispatches reoeive^l from Montevideo. 
The government has received odicial 
confirmation of the disastrous defeat of 
the Federal cavalry in the department of 
l»uranze by Joso Saraiva, the iha/.ilian 
insurgent, and the deatli of the Uru- 
guayan leader, Maj. Rodriguez. Half of 
the Fourth regiment of cavalry was an- 
nioilated in the battle. Citizens of IJ m- 
guay residing in Buenos Ayres have 
issued a manifesto in behalf of the revo- 
/ lution in their country, in which they 
say that truth and justice are llie only 
objects of the insurrectiouary movement. 

The National Zeitung, of Berlin, says 
of the proclamation of the President of 
the United States reimposing tonnage 
dues on German vessels : " The tonnage 
dues at IJauiburg, Bremen, etc., will 
certainly bo raised. They will not be 
applied, however, as in America, to 
state purposes, but exclusively to im- 
proving the harbors, and will thus bene- 
fit ail snipping. German shippers must 
build their own wharves in America, 
foreigners having such wharves in Ger- 
man ports" 

It is announced that Sir Charles 
Eivers-Wilaon, president of the Grand 
Trunlt railway of Canada, is so well satis- 
fipd with Charles M. Hays' management 
of the road that he will not make his 
. usual annual visit of inspection next 
year. The homo office will be repre- 
sented instead by Vice-President Joseph 
Price, who will go over in May, remain- 
ing two months. Jlr. Price fj also vice- 
president of the Xew York, Ontario Oc 
Western. 

H. J. Lawson, president of the motor 
car club of London, announces that it is 
the intention of the club to hold a motor 
car competition in May next. The 
prizes will be given in respect to design, 
consumption and cost of fuel, but prin- 
cipally speed, which is held to be the 
most satisfactory test as to construction 
in a vehicle. 

At a meeting'of the central strike com- 
mittee at Hamburg yesterday it was de- 
cided to declare a general strike. A 
pamphlet was issued calling upon all 
quay laborers, engineers, bargemen, 
lumpers and carmen to ijuit work. A 
majority of the quay laborers obeyed 
the call. A special from Antwerp an- 
nounces that the dock laborers there are 
refusing to unload vessels arriving from 
Hamburg. A general strike is feared. 

Now that the flat racing season is over, 
it is interesting to scan the list of win- 
ninE owners.

Washart's stable won £2,327, Mr. Aug- 
ust Belmout won 1148 and Mr. Richard 
Crocker won £380.

THE PET OF ALL PARIS. 

" La Loie " Fuller, the Most Original and 
Artistic Dancer of Her Time, to 
Visit Victorians This Week. 

" La Loie " Fuller, of whom the poets 
and artists of both England and America 
have been so prodigal of praise and for 
v/hom the "common people" have 
emptied their pocketbooks without a 
sigh — " I^a Loie," the idyllic dancer, 
with a method all her own — is to bo 
seen by Victorians next Wednesday 
evening, in the course of her travels to 
the Far J'^ast to captivate the Chinamen. 
The present tour is the result of J^ord Li 
Hung Chang having been most cordial 
to the little poetic dancer when he met 
her recently in New York, and will un- 
questionably be just what Miss Fuller's 
iiianagers intend it shall— a fresh succes- 
sion of triumphs, and a. splendidly 
unique advertisement. Of '' La Loie's " 
dancing word-painting gives but the 
most inadequate conception. Her8 is 
liow the San Francisco lOxaininer de-' 
acribes a few of her most celebrated 
creations : 

•'For a minute or two the orchestra 
played softly in the gloom, the noiseless- 
ly the curtain rolled up and the audi- 
ence peered curiously into the deeper 
gloom of the stage. On a sudden out of 
the distant blackness there glided a lit- 
tle figure enveloped in a cloud of mid- 
night gauze all a-glitter with spangles. 
White arms gleamed through it, a firm 
wbite neck rose above it, and blonde 
curls tossed around a pretty face. In 
curls and waves the spangled gauze was 
tossed. In wings and clouds, hither and 
thither like a spirit of the flight the fig- 
ure fiitted ligiit as thistle-down acrcss a 
meadow, the ever-changing lights play- 
ing uiion it. Then in a flash it sank 
from sight and there was only tlio yawn- 
ing blackness of the stage again. 

"That was the Night Dance. 

"Another brief interval of darkness — 
for the lights are not turned on till La 
Loie has quite finished the very last 
dance. 

" Then shyly, sweetly, all in white, 
witli a pink rose tossing with the curia 
the little lignre stood out in a white 
light. With ilelicate, rythmic movement 
was the white gauze set in motion, as if 
the breeze had faintly stirred it, then 
rose ciuickly like the curling foam on the 
edge of a breaker, then in big convul- 
sions like the Ueecy clouds on a sum- 
mer day, then fleeing and shrinking like 
Daphe before I Apollo, with the violet, 
the rose and the gold of a glorious sun- 
rise glittering through the f?.oating 
pearly silks. 

" That was La Dance Blanche. 

" The Firmament came next with all 
ils beauty of the breaking day, tl:e 
setting sun, the storm clouds, the play- 
ing tongues of lighting and twinkling 
stars. The house let itself go this time; 
nobody cared a fig whether gloves went 
po]) or not and a bouquet was prema- 
turely tossed upon the stage. 

"Then followed the Fire Dance from 
'■Salome' — a wonder in leaping flames 
and curling smoke with a finale — that 
sudden crumpling collapse licked up by 
the last low flames — that brought down 
the house and a dozen flying bouquets 
from every direction as well. 

" And last came the Lily of the Xile — 
the veriest trinmiihof lliemall — in which 
the great waves of curling clouds of silk 
were tossed to tlie flics and everyone for- 
got they were only eilk and a poet's 
vision of beauty that ended in a perfect 
flower fully twenty feet hii;h — the great 
white lily. , 

" It was a glimpse of fairyland — a re- 
alization of the airy, fantastic, delicate, 
intangible beauty that comes only in 
dreams to children and poets." 

It will doubtless be of Interest to not a

Now that the Rubicon is 
jiassed I can honestly say that 1 have 
never ajipeared before more aiipreci- 
ativo audiences. In (|uality they are 
([iiite up to the standard of what one 
sees at any of the leading theatres, and 
far more appreciative. 1 certainly have 
no reason to regret the venture. 1 get 
a salary that more than ecpials that jiaid 
to any comic opera prima donna, and 
instead of iilayiiig a purformaiiceof tliree 
hours, 1 get through in twenty minutes, 
and, besides, I am not worried and worn 
by long and laborious rehearsals during 
the day."

TflE PALO ALTO 



Establishes Its Reputation as 
Rich Mine— Splendid Show- 
ing of Ore.

The Palo .Alto is now acknowledged to 
be one of the moat promising mines in 
the camp.

However, those who 
honestly and faithfully stuck to the proji- 
erty have now their reward — the l^alo 
Alto has Buivived all onslaughts, and is 
now one of those properties that judici- 
ous men would like to invest in. In 
demonstration of this fact it may be 
stated that all the Palo Altos in the 
Kossland market were ou Wednesday 
last bought in at ten cents per share on 
behalf of the jn'omoters of the comjiany. 
Recent developments at the shaft raised 
the )iroperty ahcve the specnlative stage, 
;uid those ou the inside track very nat- 
urally took advantage of the fact. It, 
has been demonstrated that while the 
ore is oxidized from the surface doivn to 
80 or 35 feet, aa greater depth is obtained 
the arseno pyrites seem to give place to 
chalco pyrites, the distinguishing feature 
of the famous Le Roi and the other well 
known mines on Re(f Mountain.

Mr. Tarte'a satisfaction with tho " dis- 
coveries " which he made is the best 
evidence that could be adduced of the 
sengelessness and the groundlessness of 
the whining, the growling, the grunbling 
and the croaking of the Grit press. If 
what they hav6 been saying dur- 
ing the years in which the Conser- 
vatives were in jwwer have any 
truth in it, Mr. Tarte would have 
heard nothing but lamentations 



and complaints from Port Arthur to 
Victoria, and he would have seen wher- 
ever he halted on his journey, signs of 
misery and lotrogresHion. But, instead 
of finding the Northwesters sad and 
sour, he found llieni cheerful and hope- 
ful and altogether satisfied with tlio 
country and its prospects. 

The Minister of I'ublic Worlcs has too 
much sense and toogieat a respect for 
the intelligence of those with whom ho 
conversed to attribute the general cheer- 
fulnesa and liopefulness to anything that 
the (rovenunent of which he ia a mem- 
ber has (lone or is exi)ected to do. Ho 
must liave attributt'il the iudicatioiirt ol 
iiroHperity and contentment that jjleaeed 
him KG greatly to the natural advan- 
tages of the country, to the pluck 
and the energy of the people, and 
to the feeliijg of security and 
hopefulness which springs up and 
flourishes among a people who have en- 
joyed for a series of years the Ijlesaings 
of good government. 

The Winnipeg Free Press commenting 
on Mr. Tarte'a expression of satisfaction 
with the condition in which he found the 
people of the Northwest says : 

For many years past Mr. Tarte couhl 
have found everywhere he went un- 
bounded confidence in the future of 
Western Canada : he could have found a 
courageous and contenteil people. Like 
all countries there are among us those 
who are HUbcepliblo to the arts of the 
demagogue and they have been played 
upon; but at no time since the North- 
west got fairly under way could it bo 
truthfully said that the great bulk of tho 
people have not been satisfied with their 
prospects. 

This would not have been the case if 
the Northwest had for the last eighteen 
years been the scene of misrule, and if 
the Government of the country had been 
indifferent to the wants and ignorant 
of the interests of the people. 
Tho members of tiie present Govern- 
ment, we are convinced, the more they 
travel and the more deeply they inquire, 
will find that the rule of the Oonserva- 
tivea has, on the whole, been wise and 
beneficent, and they, as they are flnd- 
ing out already, will have a great deal of 
difDcOlty in improving upon it. The

VERY PLAIN ENGLISH. 

British statesmen can use strong 
language when tho occasion requires. 
The Eight Hon. Arthur Balfour, 'de- 
scribing the attitude of certain irr&- 
sponsible members of the Opposition. in 
regard to the Armenian question, said : 
I do not wonder tiiat the foreign critic, 
when ho sees tho same man posing on 
Monday as an advocate of separate Eng- 
lish intervention in favor of Armenia, 
and on Wednesday denouncing the Eng- 



convictions of tliat minority. Yet that 
settlement affects the rights and prefer- 
ences of the minority. Is it of no con- 
sequence what the minority think and 
feel with regard to the terms of the set- 
tlenieut? Tho conclusions at which 
Archbishop Langevin has arrived liavo 
been published, but his complaint is 
made light of and considered of little 
consequence because he is a clergyman 
and an " extremist." 

It may be convenient to ignore the 
convictions and wishes of the minority 
in this matter, but is it fair? That min- 
ority is one of the parties to the original 
dispute, and have not its members a 
right to be considered in any settlement 
that may be made? We would like to 
see the answer which the Government 
inakfis to this question. In order that 
our readers may see what some of the 
minority of Manitoba think of the settle- 
ment of a question in which they are 
very deeply interested we quote below a 
short article from the Northwest Review, 
a paper published in Winnipeg : 

Tho curtain has risen on the first act 
of the Laurier-Greenway School Farce. 
On Friday evening last the terms of the 
so-called " Eettleinent " were published 
simultaneously in Winnipeg and Otta- 
wa. We reprint them elaewhere. They 
contain nothing that was not foreshad- 
owed by previous announcements, ex- 
cept that the privilege of employing one 
Catholic teacher for every group of forty 
children in towns and of twenty-five 
children in rural districts is granted 
also to non-Catholies, so that the latter 
may employ a non-Catholic teacher. 
The document, at its best, is a worth- 
less concession, and interpreted, as it 
is likely to be, in the worst possible 
spirit, it ia a mockery and a snare; a 
n'lock'jry, because, while protending to 
Satisfy the demands ol the minority, it 
makes the teaching of religion a source 
of discord, it grants no real redress of 
the i^rievance recognized by the Privy 
Council, and it hands Catholics over, 
bound hand and foot, to their bigoted 
persecutors ; a snare, because it is so 
craftily worded as to admit of an inter- 
pretation hostile to Catholics. Wo need 
hardly say that we look upon the whole 
transaction as a base" betrayal. Not 
only will we not be content to let the 
vile thing be tried, but we intend to im- 
pede its operation by every means at 
our command. 

The Northwest Review may be right 
or it may be wrong in its estimate of the 
true nature of the settlement, but it 
seems to us only fair that it and those 
whose views it represents, should get a 
hearing from the people of Canada. 



MOTOR CARS. 

The motor car has had its trial in 
lCni;land, and it has evidently come to 
stay. Although the horseless carriage 
is built to resemble the vehicles in use 
it, wanting the horse or horses, is pro- 
nounced Ugly. Wo ,are not surprised 
that people who have always associated 
carriages with handsome, wel! groomed 
and well compariaoned horses, when 
they Bee them in use without the liorsea 
and their trappings took upon them as 
incomplete. Tlie horses set oil" tho carri- 
age. To most people the carriage tvithout 
the horses ia simply a piece of lumber. 
The great want just now is a motor-car 
which will appear finished and com- 
plete without horses. But it is just be- 
cause that horses are not required to 
draw or propel the niolor-car that it is 
valuable. ILu-sea are easily wearied. 
They go lame at times, and cannot bo 
cured immediately, and it is very ex- 
penaive to keep thom. The motor-car 
is never tired. If it gets out of order it 
(•an be repaired, with certainty and in a 
short tiiiie, and when it is not at work 
nothing is recjuired for its maintenance. 
It is the tirelossnesa of the motor-car 
that makes it so valuable. It can go as 
farandasfast as the traveller wishes, 
and it can make as many trips a day as 
its speed allows, and keep it up, too, as 
lonii U3 the iiiai;hiriery is in good order. 

Tlu' car can nm on a good road under 
favorable conditiona over thirty niileaan 
hour. The regulation speed in England 
ia twelve miles an hour. How con- 
venient it will be for a passenger coach 
to make twelve trips a day between two 
places twelve miles apart and to con- 
tinue making them all night in an emer- 
gency, if necessary. There will be no 
cruelty to animals in working the ear 
twenty-fours in the day. And then 
after it has been cleaned and 
oiled and the machinery adjusted it is 
good for another twenty-four hours' 
work. The advantages of having a horse 
that never gets tired, that does not not 
need rest every few hours, and that 
eats nothing must bo every evident. 

The motor car is now beyond the ex- 
perimental stage. It is easily liandled 
and it can be run upon an ordinary road, 
up hill and down hill, at a good rate of 
speed. OL course the better the road is 
the better the car will run. At the trial 
the other day in England, between Lon- 



K^ypt — I do not wonder that it is said 
tliiit such prolesfiions are on the face of 
them hypocritical, and that the men 
who make them are either so dunder- 
headed that they are incapable 
of diatinguishiiig between similar things, 
or are themselves so designing that un- 
der a mistaken philantropy they desire 
some material aggrandisement to the 
country of which they are citizens. The 
mistake is a natural one. At tho same 
time it ia a mistake. If it is not design, 
it is stupidity ; it is not a deep iSIaclii- 
avellian scheme, but simple muddle- 
headedness which produces the aston- 
ishing contradiction to which I,follovving 
in the track of others, have called your 
attention. 

This would be considered pretty strong 
language in Canada if used by a Minister 
of the Crown, and in Canada public men 
are not supposed to have as strict a re- 
gard for the amenities of discussion as 
they have in England. It is, however, 
wo .are free to confess, refreshing once in 
a while to see trickery and stupidity ex- 
posed in very plain English.

Xery general were the expressions of 
regret when it was learned last night 
that death had cut short GustavLeiser's 
busy and useful life. His was one of 
those progressive spirits that fully realiz- 
ed the opportunity that has come for 
active development of the province, and 
it was while serving the city's interesta 
that he contracted the illness which has 
terminated fatally. Ho was one of those 
who took the leading part in the board 
of trade to promote the building of a 
railway from the Coast to Southern 
Kootenay and was one of the delegates 
sent to tiio meeting of the board of trade 
in Vancouver in the early part of Ko- 
vember. On the trip he contracted 
chill that brought on hemorrhage of the 
lungs, and pneumonia supervening he 
passed away shortly after 5'oclock last 
evening surrounded by bis relatives and 
conscious to the last. 

Mr. Loiser waa in the very prime of 
life, lie having been born in Kerpeu, 
near Cologne," Germany, 40 years ago. 
He first came to Victoria in 1875, and 
entered the establishment of his brother 
Simon. The two brothers afterwaids 
went to Caaaiar, where they engaged in 
mining, and latiu- Gustav oi)ened a busi- 
ness house at Yale, and subsequently 
had a dry goods store at Westminster. 
About twelve years ago he came back to 
Victoria, when ho formed a iiartnershii) 
with Mr. Len/. under the firm name now 
to well known throughout the province, 
of Lenz & Loiser. Energetic and enter 
prising, Mr. Leisor took a most active 
part in developing the trade of Victoria. 
As a member of the B.C. Board of Trade, 
he was indefatigable in seizing every op- 
portunity of o])ening up the reaourcea of 
the province, and especially in directing 
attention to tbe northern portion of 
Jiritish Columbia. His worth and ser- 
vices to the board were recognized by 
his election as vice-president, a position 
he tilled for the past two years. 

Mr. Leiaer waa a great believer in 
benefit socioties, and it was largely 
through his ellbrta that the A.O. U.W, 
took root liere. He was the first Grand 
Master of the Provincial Grand Lodge of 
the order, and several times was a dele- 
gate to the Supremo Grand Lodge, and 
only last'sumnier attended the meeting 
of that body in Philadelphia. He waa 
one of the moving spirits in bringing 
about the orei;tion of the tine A.O. U.W. 
building on Yates street. Ho also as- 
sisted in forming tbe drat camp of the 
Woodmen of the World, and was the 
first Past Consul Commander in the 
city of that flourishing order. He was 
also a member of the A.F. & A.M. 

Mr. Leiser leaves a widow and two 
brothers, Mr. Simon Leiser, head of the 
firm of Simon Leiser i"c Co., and Mr. 
Max Leiser, of Pither I'c Leiser. There 
are also two brothers and a sister in the 
fatherland.

a. Witness. 



.Thie Bitting of the Behring sea claims 
cbmmisBion yesterday was enlivened by 
a Bli^lit spat between lion. Mr. Dickin- 
son, of the United States counsel, and 
Hon. Mr. Peters, of the British side, 
over an objection raised by the latter to 
a question put to one of the witnesses. 
It was only a momentary Hash in the 
pan, however, and the entente cordialc 
between the counsel for the two powers 
was Bpeediiy resumed, a little compli- 
ment from Mr. Justice King bringing; 
baek a smile to the face of the genial 
senior counsel for the United States. 

Orlando Warner, shipwright, who had 
worked upon the Carolena at the time 
she was longthcnsd, was the first wit- 
ness of the day. He stated that he had 
built the Carlottu G. Cox, the Dolphin 
and the Diana, the Cox costinj; bv his 
contract in USUI, ?5,(i00 for the hull. 
The witness, who wag very precise and 
deliberate in his stateuicnla, also went 
into full jiarticiilars of the c:ost of lilting 
up the schooners ho had built. 

The little difference between Hon. Mr. 
Peters and Hon. Mr. Dickinson arose 
over a question by the latter in re-exam- 
ining this witness aa to what sealing 
vessel.?, if any, had come here from No- 
va Scotia in ISSO. 

Hon. Mr, Peters objected on the ground 
that this was opening a new subject, and 
besides, that the witness had already 
stated in his cross-exatuination that ho 
could not exactly lix dates. 

" Well," said Hon. Mr. Dickinson, " if 
my learnetl frienti is going to be techni- 
cal, what shall we say of the mass of 
evidence that has gone in, which is both 
irrelevant and incompetent. If it is de- 
sired, however, now to conduct the ex- 
amination in accordance with the com- 
mon law which is in use in the courts, 
both of Great Britain and tho I'niicd 
States, I accept the issue and will take 
the privilege of objecting to incompe- 
tent testimony froui this time out." 

Hon. Mr. Peters retorted that if, as 
stated by his learned friend, testimony 
had been already given that was imma- 
terial or irrelevant, he was not aware of 
it. It was perfectly competent for Hon. 
Mr. Dickinson to object if he desired, 
and if he did, the British counscd would 
attempt to answer those objections, --^.s 
to Mr. Dickinson's present objection, 
certainly he (Mr. Peters) had no inten- 
tion of being technical. 

Hon. Mr. Dickinson did not think 
that there was anything in tho rules 
adopted by the commission that would 

Erevent him asking the question. He 
ad understood that the strict rules of 
common law would not be adopted by 
the commission, and, furthermore, that 
the evidence tendered" should be left 
largely in the hands of - counsel. It was 
on this understanding that he had not 
raised objections to much irrelevant and 
incompetent tertimony. However, if it 
was proposed to apply the rules of com- 
mon law he wanted to know it, so that 
he could take steps accordingly. 

Mr. Justice Putnam remarked that 
the commissioners had preferred to 
leave the (luestion aa to the strict relev- 
ancy as to certain evidence until the 
argument by counsel. What would be 
done by the commissioners if the ques- 
tion came up he was not prejjareil to 
say. Aa to the question asked by Hon. 
Mr. Dickinson, he thought it better to 
allow it to be put. 

Mr. Justice King concurred in this, 
Baying that he rather objected to the 
commiSBioners laying down hard and 
fast rules as to the admission of evidence, 
though counsel must of course keep 
within the boundary of their pleadings. 

Hon. Mr. Dickinson said he (;ertainly 
had tried to do ko, whereupon Mr. .Jus- 
tice King paid him the compliment of 
saying that Hou. Mr. Dickinson had 
conducted his case in a fair and liberal 
manner. 

"Tliaiik you, sir," said tho gentleman 
addressed, a beaming aniile replacing 
the little cloud of conibativeness that 
had gathered on his l)row. 

Mr. J uslici; I'utuam, not to be out- 
done, observed courteoualy that Mr. 
Justice King's remaric applied wit!: 
equal force to the counsul on the British 
side. 

Hereupon everyone smiled and looked 
pleasant, and Hon. Mr. Dickinson was 
allowed to put hia question without any 
further objection. 

John Sabioton having from what he 
hfici seen of the Carolena expre.'^Fed his 
opinion that slio way worth .•?'), (H)l). .John 
Clark, sli)pwrit;ht, was put iu the box. 
This witness heing asked by Hon. Mr. 
Peters about the cost of building a 
schooner in ISIKJ. 

Hon. Mr. ')ickinson objected to this 
kind of evidence as incompetent to show 
the value of a vessel in 188C. The question 
was, not what a vessel cost to build in 
ISill!, but what was the market value of 
the Carolena in ISSli. 

Mr. lleiquc, t,>.C., who was (MjnductiriL' 
the examination of the witness rejilied 
that there were very few if any vessels 
built hero in 1S8() and us they ijad it in 
evidence that tho cost of building in 
LSi).-! was considerably Ichh than in KSf^ll, 
it was competent to inquire into tho 
year 1H'.)H for puri)0sea of com paris<jn. 

Hon. iSIr. Dickinson objected that such 
was only secondary evidence. 

Mr. Justice King replied that in the 
absence of any actual figures for ISHii, 
the evidence must be considered prim- 
ary and not secondary. Of course it liad 
to be borne in mind that it was not tho 
cost of building but the market value 
which must be considered. He was in- 
clined to think that counsel might put 
in this evidence, but the objection raised 
materially affected its weight. 

I^Ir. Justice Putnam held that though 
in tho strict rules of law the evidence 
ought not to be received in a court of 
justice, the commission was not so 
bound. It miglit be that if bo were sit- 
ting at some large centre were the values 
of vessels for years hack could be easily 
aacertiiiued be would iu)t admit sucli evi- 
dence, yet there were peculiar con- 
ditions here which made tho difliculty of 
arriving at the values of 1880 greater. It 
was in some sense aaif trying to iiiul out 
the value of a vessel at a cemoto point, 
and for that reasou the door might bo

MUNICIPAL ADMINISTRATION. 

To THH Editor:— If Mr. Alderman 
Marchant had read more carefully the 
clause in the preaentinent of the grand 
jury, he woald not have taken the I'lie 
he has in bis oourteons rejoinder to my 
justification of them. They say "the 
fearful veaate in [laBt 3'eaiH." There is 
not a word as to the present council or 
its iaiiiiediatu iireileeossor. It would bo 
an easy matter to show that though the 
debt has not been increased, thanks to 
the action of the ratepayers themselves, 
yet that a great deal of money has been 
expended very fooliahly. It must in- 
evitably be BO, whilst the council ia com- 
posed of men who, however estimable in 
their private or social lives, have not 
been trained to habits of businoas, or to 
deal with the expenditure of large sums 
of money in an economical manner. 

There is to my mind, only one cure for 
this evil, and that ia the separation of 
the legislative and executive fnnctions 
(as recommended by the grand jury) and 
the placing oi the latter in the bands of 
commissioners — real commissioners — 
who shall be responsible to the people,, 
and not dummies, aa were those lately 
appointed to carry out the sewerage 
works. As a heavy taxpayer and one 
therefore deei)ly interesteil in good gov- 
ernment, may 1 venture to suggest for 
the careful consideration of my fellow 
ratepayers, some such scheme aa the 
following. 

Lct'lhere be three coramissionere, of 
whom tlto mayor shall bo one, and the 
chairman ; the city engineer, with ade- 
quate salary and freedom to attend 
his multifarious professional 
duties, another; and a citizen of Vic- 
toria, the third. The mavor aboald still 
receive bis stipend and attend to bis 
other statutory dnties. The engineer 
would, of couree, be paid for bia ser- 
vices; but the other member would be 
unpaid. All public works to be under 
the control of the board. The council 
would determine what works should be 
undertaken upon receipt of a report 
with estimate of coat, etc., which would 
be submitted to the council. This would 
atop tho j)resent aystem of favoritism in 
expenditure, and would insure as far as 
jiossible that, the moat necessary works 
fihouKl be undertaken 11 rat. 

!May I call the attention of the coun- 
cil to another paragraph in the report of 
the royal commission : 

'The sinking fund haa not been in- 
vested according to the act, and is lyihR 
at the bank carrying interest at 3 per 
cent., interest to an amount in excess of 
.^100,000, and practically this sum has 
been lent to the corporation at 6 per 
cent, interest. Thus the corporation 
have been paying .'{ per cent, for the use 
of their own funds." (Page -IS5.) 

J'^very year the city ljorr(jws a very 
large sum to carry on their work, from 
.January 1 to October 111, until the taxes 
come in. and [lays interest on it at (i 
per cent., whilst its own uiinis are 
lying in the bank and bearini; 
a much lower rate. The dill'erence 
between these two sums ia the loss 
yearly to the city. It would be better 
to leave the necessary funds as a floating 
balance to be drawn upon daring the 
year, and be replaced when the taxes 
come in. There are many more (juea- 
tions which might well employ the en- 
ergies of the council, which now are too 
often wasted in frivolous matters, and 
too often in unseemly E(|uabblea, and 
too often, alas ! in hampering the ac- 
tions of their ofiiciala ; but space warns 
me to subscribe myueh'.

In this truly rural section of country 
the chief event of recent occurrence was 
the celebration of the second anniver- 
sary of tlie landing of the Norwegian 
Pilgrims in the Bella Coola valley, Octo- 
ber 30, lS',)t. The commemoration was 
observed by a b.Mit two hundred souls — 
men, women nnti c'lildreii — who assem- 
bled to listen to speeches made in honor 
of tlie epoch, and afterwards sat down 
to a bountiful repast provided by the 
ladies of tho colony. Mr. Carlson occu- 
pied tho chair and delivered a, good 
speech in the German language, while 
Mr. Hamlin, the government engineer, 
spoke encouiaging words to thecolo'niate 
in a very acceptable manner in English. 

Mr. J. Faugner read an instructive 
paper on " The Norwegian Abroad," in 
which he depicted historically tho many 
virtues and triumpa of tho Norsemen, 
while other speakers pointed out the 
material progress the Bella Coola colon- 
ists had made in the last two years. Tho 
roads and bridges built and the houses 
erected show that the Bella Coola jjil- 
griina on the Pacific Coastlikethe " Pil- 
grim Fathers " on the Atlantic have in- 
deed left " footprints on the sands of 
t;me." It is to be expefVul that- wlien 
the nest hi-;tury 01 i'.i ii:.-!i Columbia is 
written one of the n)",-t interesting 
chapters will narrate the progress and 
prosperity of the settlers in new Nor- 
way. 

The choir consisting of ^bout a dozen 
voices sang several patriotic and devo- 
tional songs in good stylo with Mr. K. 
Xordschaw as an excellent bass. 

Kev. C. Sangslad, farmer and I.uth- 
eran minister, who has borne tibout the 
eaino relationship to the colonists ^vhicli 
.Mo.oea dill to tho children of Israel while 
journeying to tho promised land, ox- 
liortcd tho new settlers to co-operate 
with each other in tho building uj) of a 
prosperous colon.v. 

The products of the colonists, consist- 
ing of cabbage, carrots, potatoes, ■ etc., 
show Bella Coola valley in this line is 
on a par with any other section of B. C. 
The colony has a store and a school 
which has entered upon the second year 
of its career. . ' 

Some of the wants of tho country are 
better roads and bridges and also a trail 
to the Chilcotin country, which would 
lie a benolit in many ways to tho pooiile 
of botli places. Aa there is an abnnd- 
anco of timber, Hpruce, ceiiar and] lir, a 
sawmill is a much needed industry. 
There are among the colonists several 
good mechanics, but at present much of 
the work has to be done by very primi- 
tive methods, such as sawing boards by 
hand. 

It has always been a diflicult task in 
any country to carve a homo from tho foi - 
est primeval, and more eapecially ia it the 
case here, where the colonists are so 
badly handicapped and some of the 
" toothpicka" are four or five feet in 
diameter. 

The colony ia situated almost in a line 
with Chilcotin and Cariboo at oL' ° north 
latitude. Mr. .Jack .Simister, who ia a 
trader near Ale.x'a creek, camo down a 
short time ago from Cliilcotiii district 
with a pack train for goods, and ho savs 
the government could rejiair the trail to 
the interior at small expense. There is 
an old trail known as the " Lieutenant 
I'almer trail." 11(! also maintains that 
if ever the Dritish Pacific railway 
built from the Teto Jouno Cache, tho 
route leading to the Bella Coola valley 
ia tho only feasible one to the Coast. 

Mr. A. Raynes, of Salt Spring island, 
has built a government wharf at the 
head of the Bella Coola inlet. This 
wharf will be a great convenience for 
landing goods, as hitherto the freight 
was landod in Indian canoes. 

Mr. O. JCellog, one of tho hardy Norse- 
men, recently shot a very large grizzly 
bear in tho valley, weighing between 
500 and (100 pounds. 

The health of tho coloniste is fairly 
good, hut considering the " thousand 
natural shocks that flesh is heir to," it 
would bo a great boon to the colonists if 
some medical practitioner would occa- 
sionally visit the colony profesaionally.

liicni.iN-. Dec. 5. — Public attention dur- 
ing tho jiast week has been equally divid- 
ed between the dockers' strike and the 
LueUow-Leekert trial. The latter inter- 
ests the Emperor particularly and special 
reports have been made to him by Prince 
Hohenlolio and Baron Marschall von 
Bieberstein the minister of fo.eign affairs. 

The foreign ollice had a corps of short 
hand reporters to take testimoney ver- 
batim for prosecutions against other jior- 
Bons involved in intrigues against tlie 
present and jiast cabinets. The foreign 
ollice and Prince Hobeiilohe have 
detei'iiiined to make a clean hwoo|) of 
intrigues and prosecute all culprits. 
.Vbout lifteen persons, including news- 
paper men, detectives and oiUcials of 
vario'is ollices, are likely to be ar- 
i-aigned and sent to jail on the charge of 
calumny or blackmail. 

The dockers' strike is generally re- 
garded as having lieen instigated by 
I'l itis.'i agitators, acting in the interest 
of I'.ritisli Hhippera. The whole industrial 
press is voicing this conviction, and the 
Soi'ialist ))ress alone refutes it. A large 
ship'iwiier declares that he has ample 
m oof of this charge. Kmperor Wilhelni 
is having Hi)ecial reports of tho strike 
developments sent to him and has ex- 
pressed the opinion to Prince Hohen-
